SKEGNTSSS  INTANT  VffiLFARE. 

Attendances.  Average  weekly  numbers  Mothers  68.  Children  70. 

The  Centre  is  open  every  Friday  from  1-30  p.m.  to  4,0  p.m. 

Dr.  Wilson  and  two  Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance.  Various 
duties  are  al  so  carried  out  by  Members  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Committee,  Baby  clothes  are  made  by  the  Members  of  the  Committee 
and  friends,  and  sold  at  very  reasonable  prices. 

Immunisation.  The  response  to  our  appeal  has  been  quite  good,  and 
children  are  immunised  against  Diphtheria  at  each  Session, 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Fridays  in 
each  month  from  10-30  a.  m.  A  qualified  dentist  attends  periodi¬ 
cally. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Fruit  Juice  are  dispensed 
from  the  Centre  every  Vifednesday  and  Friday. 

The  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Centre  each  week,  and  our 
children  attend  for  treatment  when  necessary, 

I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  D.  T,  Edwards  for  the  above  excellent 
report  and  for  which  I  tender  ny  grateful  thanks,  I  also  wish 
to  thank  the  nurses  and  Committee  of  the  Association  for  their 
excellent  work  throughout  the  year. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 


The  hospital  for  Infectious  diseases  is  situated 
in  an  isolated  position  on  the  V/ainfleet  Road,  and  is 
about  2  miles  from  the  town. 

There  are  sixteen  beds  available  for  residents  and 
visitors  . 

The  buildings  consist  of  one  ward  block,  one 
cubicle  block,  administrative  block,  also  outhouses 
and  housing  for  steam  disinfector. 

I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Matron  (Miss 
M.  Morrison)  for  the  skill  and  careful  attention  given 
to  all  patients  whilst  in  hospital. 

The  hospital  proved  adequate  during  the  year  to 
deal  with  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  which  arose. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

There  is  a  local  centre  for  the  treatment  of  venereal 
diseases;  and  sessions  are  held  each  week. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  County  Council  provide  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis.  A  clinic  for  this  purpose  is  established 
at  Skegness . 

GENERAL  liEALTH. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  good  during 
the  year . 

SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and 
the  cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies,  and  cesspools  in 
the  area  is  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

This  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  a  most  efficient 
manner . 

The  most  important  work  in  this  connection  is  Salvage 
which  req  uires  constant  thought  and  attention.  Excellent 
results  were  obtained  during  the  year  from  this  source. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  of  the  AREA. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited, 
the  defects  of  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  or  result 
of  action  taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  and  v/ater  supply  at  the  public 
elementary  schools  are  excellent. 

The  County  School  Medical  Officer  regularly  inspects 
the  schools  and  the  children.  Any  treatment  required  can 
be  obtained  through  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  town 
and  through  the  various  schemes  provided  by  the  Education 
Committee.  As  in  the  case  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  close 
co-operation  between  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Medical 
Practitioners  is  essential  for  the  efficient  service. 

Milk  is  available  to  all  school  children. 

SHOPS  ACT. 

Inspections  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  the  action 
taken  will  be  found  in  the  tabulated  report. 
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HOUSING 


The  general  housing  conditions  are  good,  there  being 
no  houses  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  tho  year.

MEAT  AND  FOOD 

The  three  private  slaughter-houses  situate  in  Richmond 
Drive  are  visited  by  your  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  hours  of  slaughter. 

The  inspection  of  meat  now  takes  up  a  good  deal  of  time 
necessitating  many  hours  overtime  being  worked. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  in  connection  with  food 
inspection  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector  s  report. 

Shops  and  places  where  food  is  stored  or  prepared  for 
sale  have  been  regularly  inspected. 

MILK  SUPPLY 

All  farms  and  dairies  in  the  district  have  been 
frequently  visited.  All  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  of 
good  construction  and  every  effort  is  made  to  attain  a 
high  Standard  of  cleanliness, 

MILK  SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS  ORDER,  1936. 

There  is  one  licensed  producer  and  three  licensed 
purveyors  of  Pasteurised  Milk,  one  licensed  dealer  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  and  one  licensed  dealer  in  Accredited 
Milk.  One  licence  is  granted  to  an  establishment  to  bottle 
Accredited  Milk. 

BAKEHOUSES . 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  go  tho  bakehouses  in  the 
district.  These  are  clean  and  well  kept. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses, 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

Tho  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  carrying  out 
this  act. 

WORKSHOPS . 

These  were  inspected  periodically,  and  it  was  found  in 
one  or  two  instances  that  the  attention  of  the  occupier  had 
to  be  drawn  to  the  uncleanliness  of  sanitary  conveniences  or 
want  of  limewashing  of  internal  wall  surfaces.  These  matters 
were  put  right  without  resorting  to  formal  measures.  The  work 
carried  on  is  mainly  motor  repairs,  dressmaking  and  millinery, 
cycle  repairs,  joinery  photography  and  upholstery, 

I  append  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  report  and  would  take 
this  opportunity  of  stating  my  pleasure  in  carrying  out  my 
duties  under  a  Council  so  earnest  in  the  desire  to  ensure
